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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  1/72  from  the 
Health  and  Social  Work  Department  of  the  Welsh  Office,  I have  prepared 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1971  and  it  is  my 
privilege  and  pleasure  to  present  this  for  your  consideration. 

An  overall  scrutiny  of  the  vital  statistics  relating  to  births,  infectious 
diseases,  etc.,  and  housing  would  suggest  a downward  trend  during 
1971,  whilst  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  the 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  showing  a significant  increase  on  those 
from  former  years. 


With  the  exception  of  1966  there  was  a steady  drop  in  the  number 
of  births  attributed  to  the  Borough  Council  and  this  may  be  studied  in 
the  relevant  chart  in  the  body  of  the  report.  Of  special  interest  is  the 
fact  that  practically  all  births  now  take  place  in  hospital  and  this  area 
is  served  by  the  Materity  Department  at  Neath  General  Hospital  and  to 
a lesser  extent  by  the  Department  in  Bridgend.  As  Secretary  of  the 
Maternity  Liaison  Committee  I have  been  very  closely  associated  with 
the  Obstetric  Departments  of  both  hospitals  over  the  years  and  with  the 
developments  and  increase  in  population  at  Bridgend  and  the  area  served 
by  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital,  it  has  become  necessary  for  expectant 
mothers  from  the  area  to  be  channelled  to  the  Maternity  Wing  of  Neath 
General  Hospital.  Only  mothers  from  the  extreme  eastern  boundary 
of  the  Borough  are  now  admitted  to  Bridgend  Hospital  for  their  confine- 
ments and  these  include  mothers  from  the  Cae  Garw  Site  Penybryn  and 
a small  number  of  mothers  from  Bryn  who  are  served  by  General 
Practitioners  in  the  Maesteg  area.  Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  all  births 
occurred  in  hospital. 

The  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  Borough  showed  a slight  increase 
this  vear  being  622  as  opposed  to  570  during  the  previous  year, 
have  again  broken  down  the  infant  deaths  into  sex,  age  ward  and  cause 
nf  rfMth  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  8 of  the  babies  that  failed  to 
s rJfve  died  Sri  ^ end  of  .he  firs,  week,  whilst  2 faiied  to  survive 
from  1 week  to  1 month  and  4 died  between  1 month  and  their  firs 
h rthHav  In  at  least  5 of  these  deaths  a congenital  abnormality  was 
present  Again  prematurity  was  given  as  a contributory  factor  to  t e 

babies’  failure  to  survive. 
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Regular  meetings  continue  to  be  held  with  the  Consultants  at  Neath 
General  Hospital  to  analyse  the  cause  of  death  and  a full  domiciliary 
investigation  is  carried  out  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  a cause  of  anxiety  to  me  that  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
continue  to  rise  and  this  continuing  rise  has  been  sustained  for  several 
years.  The  association  between  lung  cancer  and  the  smoking  of  cigar- 
ettes has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated  and  in  spite  of  strenuous  health 
education  work  carried  out  in  the  community  and  in  all  the  schools  in  the 
Borough,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  lessening  of  the  cigarette 
smoking  habit. 

The  Crematorium  which  was  opened  in  1969  continues  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  area  and  a considerable  number  of  cremations  are  now 
carried  out  for  residents  living  in  the  Neath  and  Dulais  Valley  area. 
A total  of  864  cremations  were  carried  out  during  1971. 

In  the  field  of  immunisation,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
poliomelitis  continue  to  lead  the  stakes  whilst  B.C.G.  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  carried  out  in  the  Comprehensive  Schools  maintained  a high 
level  of  acceptances.  It  is  significant  that  the  acceptances  for  measles 
vaccination  is  disappointingly  low. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  were  maintained  at  a satisfactory 
level  by  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  during  the  year  and  reports 
from  the  Engineer  and  Manager  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
quality  as  well  as  samples  of  these  taken  by  the  Borough  Council  are 
incorporated  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  contribution  to  this 
Report. 

Work  has  gone  apace  on  the  Baglan  Bay  joint  outfall  sewer  and 
preparatory  work  embarked  on  the  joint  outfall  sewer  on  the  Morfa  Beach. 

As  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I am  responsible  for  certifying 
the  needs  of  applicants  for  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  I am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  this  service  is  well  received  by  the  applicants 
and  provides  a balanced  supplement  to  what  might  otherwise  prove  to 
to  be  an  incomplete  diet. 

During  1971,  I had  occasion  to  investigate  five  old  people  who 
appeared  to  need  care  and  attention.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  it  did  not  become  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  for  their  removal.  The  number  of 
places  within  the  Borough  for  the  housing  of  Part  III  accommodation  is 
nearly  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements.  Where  it  had  been  im- 
possible to  allocate  places  inside  the  Borough  for  Borough  patients, 
they  have  been  placed  in  adjoining  areas  and  details  of  these  may  be 
found  under  general  information  in  the  body  of  the  report.  There  were 
a total  of  16  applicants  awaiting  admission  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Borough  Council  has  co-operated  with  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  in  their  functions  towards  the  provision  of  Health  Centres.  A 
suitable  site  has  been  provided  by  the  Borough  Council  in  Cwmavon  and 
construction  work  on  the  Cwmavon  Health  Centre  started  during  the  year. 
A site  in  Water  Street,  Aberavon,  has  also  been  earmarked  and  set  aside 
for  the  provision  of  the  Port  Talbot  Health  Centre. 

In  the  field  of  Housing  the  Local  Authority  constructed  180  units 
during  the  year  and  although  other  bodies  were  in  the  process  of  con- 
struction no  houses  became  available  during  1971  for  sale  or  letting. 
This  was  the  lowest  number  of  new  housing  units  for  very  many  years. 
The  Housing  Manager  informs  me  that  some  240  dwellings  became  avail- 
able for  re-letting  and  details  of  the  allocations  in  this  category  are 
given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Before  drawing  this  preamble  to  a close,  I would  like  to  express  my 
personal  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council’s 
Health  and  Housing  Committee,  to  the  Borough  Council  as  a whole  and 
to  my  colleagues  in  all  departments  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation 
during  the  period  under  review. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  population 
of  Port  Talbot  has  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  during  1971.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

During  1971,  900  persons  completed  their  primary  immunisation 
against  poliomyelitis.  Oral  vaccine  is  now  exclusively  used  in  this  area. 

In  addition  reinforcing  (booster)  doses  were  given  to  1,173  persons 
during  the  year. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  1971. 


Tuberculosis — B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

This  valuable  form  of  protection  against  tuberculosis  was  made 
available  to  a further  age  group  of  school  leavers,  this  being  the 
seventeenth  year  of  the  scheme. 

The  parents  of  966  children  agreed  to  the  procedure  and  the 
children  were  given  the  preliminary  skin  test.  Of  this  number  687  were 
found  to  need  vaccination  of  which  687  submitted  to  and  were  duly 
vaccinated. 

Those  children  who  gave  a positive  reaction  to  the  skin  test  were 
invited  to  the  Chest  Clinic  where  they  were  duly  X-rayed.  On  this 
occasion  18  children  required  further  examination  and  surveillance.  No 
new  case  of  active  tuberculosis  came  to  light. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  period  under  review  916  children  received  their  primary 
course  of  injections,  476  of  these  being  born  in  1970  and  1971.  Some 
789  older  children  were  given  their  booster  injections. 


Measles  Vaccination. 

A total  of  259  children  were  vaccinated  against  measles  this  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

11  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  whooping  cough  during 
1971.  The  number  given  protective  injections  amounted  to  823. 


Smallpox  Vaccination. 

The  routine  vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  has  now  been 
discontinued.

as  members  will  know,  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  is  generally 
responsible  for  the  water  supplies  within  the  area  of  the  borough.  Mr.  R. 
J.  Lillicrap,  Engineer  and  Manager,  and  I keep  in  close  touch  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  supply  and  samples  of  water  are  taken  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Board  itself  and  spot  checks 
are  taken  on  my  behalf  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 
Details  of  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  included  in  Mr. 
Carter's  section  of  this  report. 

Mr.  Lillicrap  has  kindly  submitted  the  following  particulars  for 
inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report: 

(a)  The  quality  and  quantity  of  water  supplied  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.  Regular  sampling  of  all  sources  and  on  the 
distribution  system  was  carried  out  by  the  Board’s  Chemist  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses. 

Three  unsatisfactory  samples  were  found  in  samples  taken  from 
local  sources,  and  seven  from  the  River  Neath  source.  Repeat 
samples  taken  at  the  same  points  were  satisfactory. 

(b)  Where  unsatisfactory  samples  had  been  found,  distribution  mains 
were  generally  flushed  out  prior  to  re-sampling.

To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Port  Talbot 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  the  work  of  my  department 
in  the  field  of  Environmental  Health  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1971.  The  report  represents  the  first  full  twelve  months  work  of  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  whilst  under  my  direction.  It  is  pleasing  to  be 
able  to  say  that,  without  exception,  the  year  has  been  a profitable  ore 
in  terms  of  rising  standards.  Important  steps  have  been  taken  in  the 
solving  of  the  many  problems  which  are  bound  to  affect  our  now  complex 
society.  The  foundations  will  be  seen  in  the  complete  and  harmonious 
discussions  with  our  colleagues  in  Government  and  Local  Government, 
and  the  different  interests  to  be  found  in  the  various  industries.  The 
way  ahead  lies  not  only  through  strengthening  the  laws  governing  our 
actions  but  also  of  a complete  understanding  by  all  concerned  of  the 
standards  required  and,  most  important,  the  reasons  for  those  standards. 

Under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  visits  by  your  Inspectors  to 
all  our  premises  have  continued,  and  much  advice  has  been  given  to 
the  various  food  firms  and  their  staff.  Protection  of  our  food  supplies 
by  regular  sampling,  both  formal  and  informal,  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  has  continued.  In  this  context  the  collaboration  and  advice  of 
Dr.  Lewis  Coles,  our  Public  Analyst  at  the  County  Health  Laboratory, 
Cardiff,  has  been  much  appreciated. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  a 100%  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  local  abattoir.  I must  thank  the  Slaughtering 
Contractors  for  their  complete  and  cordial  co-operation,  and  the 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Animal  Health  & Husbandry  for  their 
ready  co-operation  in  matters  of  statutory  functions  in  respect  of  animal 
Hygiene. 

The  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  has 
been  most  satisfactory.  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  our  Rodent  Operatives 
for  their  unstinting  loyalty  and  dedication  to  a job  of  work,  the  importance 
of  which  is  often  not  understood.  Their  expertise  and  application  day  in 
day  out  to  the  complaints  received,  and  the  regular  and  routine  baiting 
of  our  complete  sewerage  system  is  bound  to  pay  dividends. 
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During  the  year,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  (Pests  Division)  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Braithwaite, 
a course  of  twelve  lectures  was  arranged  at  our  department.  I understand 
this  is  the  first  of  such  a series  of  lectures.  The  students  include 
officers  from  most  of  the  neighbouring  Authorities.  I am  glad  to  report 
that  your  Rodent  Operatives  all  completed  the  course  satisfactorily. 

With  the  growth  of  the  giant  industries  within  the  Borough,  the  role 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  Department  has  become  increasingly 
significant.  Much  groundwork  has  been  carried  out  over  the  years  and 
it  is  now  evident  that  the  confidence  which  has  been  built  up  between  the 
industries  and  the  local  authority  is  paying  dividends.  Our  monitoring 
systems,  working  at  all  times  in  close  collaboration  with  the  environ- 
mentalists now  appointed  within  the  private  sector,  are  covering  a wide 
field  of  potential  sources  of  pollution.  The  results  from  the  constant  flow 
of  data  over  the  past  twenty  years  has  allowed  for  the  pin-pointing  of 
sources  of  pollution  for  either  their  eradication  or  improvement. 

Indeed,  the  future  progress  of  the  department  in  the  work  of 
environmental  pollution  is  well  mapped,  and  our  targets  will  be  achieved 
through  the  continued  diligence  and  the  control  exercised  through  your 
officers,  working  with  our  colleagues  within  Industry. 

My  thanks  and  those  of  the  officers  of  my  department  are  given 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee,  for  the  support  and  encouragement  given  during  the  year. 
To  my  fellow  officers,  in  all  departments,  especially  to  Dr.  D.  H.  J.  Williams 
and  his  staff  at  Park  House,  I must  also  say  thank  you  for  their  support 
and  co-ordination,  and  finally  to  my  staff,  without  the  support  of  each  and 
everyone,  the  work  of  the  department  could  not  have  proceeded  in  the 
proper  discharge  of  its  functions.

Private  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  as  a result  of 
complaints  and  also  food  containing  foreign  material  were  as  follows:- 

A. Pasty  with  a matchstick  embedded  in  the  filling;  A vegetable  tonic 
concentrate  labelled  “for  sleeplessness”  which  did  not  include  any  in- 
gredient that  would  induce  sleep;  Breakfast  cereal  infested  with  larvae 
and  live  spider  beetles;  Synthetic  polymeric  material  in  a toffee;  Rasp- 
berries in  syrup  containing  a moth;  A bottle  of  milk  with  fine  grey  dust 
trapped  in  dried  milk  residues;  A Chocolate  Walnut  Whirl  with  a large 
hole  made  by  the  gnawing  of  a rodent;  A bottle  of  Rose  hip  syrup  de- 
ficient in  Vitamin  C.

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  remain  responsible 
for  duties  in  connection  with  dairy  farms,  and  the  registration  of  persons 
carrying  on  or  proposing  to  engage  in  the  business  of  the  dairy  farmer. 

The  Local  Authority’s  duties  are  to  enforce  the  Regulations  relative 
to  the  treatment  and  handling  of  milk;  the  provisions  regarding  the 
infection  of  milk  and  protection  against  contamination,  the  cleansing  and 
storage  of  vessels,  utensils  and  appliances,  the  conveyance  and 
distribution  of  milk,  the  registration  of  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms  and 
of  distributors. 

The  number  of  Licences  granted  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised,  sterilised, 
and  other  designated  milk  in  the  Borough  is  68. 

All  dairies  and  milk  shops,  etc.,  were  regularly  inspected  throughout 
the  year.  Sampling  of  milk  sold  from  wholesale  and  retail  establishments 
and  during  delivery  to  various  parts  of  the  Borough  was  maintained.  The

WATER  SAMPLES 

Five  hundred  and  thirty-two  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examinations  during  the  year.  This  represents  a carefully 
selected  series  of  samples  prepared  in  consultation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  by  the  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board,  so  that 
month  by  month  a complete  check  is  made  of  every  source  used  in  the 
Borough  for  drinking  purposes  and  also  for  swimming  purposes  at  our 
indoor  baths. 

Of  the  samples  taken  19  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Of  these 
7 were  from  unchlorinated  water  taken  before  treatment.  All  are

187  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
173  for  chemical  examination.  Of  these  samples  14  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  and  in  this  case  immediate  contact  was  made  both  with 
the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  and  with  the  Manager  of  the  Afan 
Lido  in  order  that  the  Chlorine  dosage  could  be  properly  regulated. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  important  impending  food  legislation  referred  to  in  my  Annual 
Report  last  year,  was  enacted  in  the  form  of  the  new  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  1970,  which  came  into  operation  in  March,  1971. 
These  regulations  consolidate  and  amend  the  previous  law  on  the 
hygienic  handling  of  food,  the  construction  and  cleanliness  of  food 
business  premises,  the  personal  cleanliness  of  food  handlers  and  their 
clothing;  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation, 
etc.  An  important  addition  to  which  I shall  refer  later,  is  the  require- 
ment to  protect  open  food  on  display. 

The  Food  Hygiene  survey  initiated  by  the  department  last  year  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  resulting  in  inspections  of  all  types  of  food 
premises  including,  food  shops,  restaurant  kitchens,  food  factories  and 
industrial  canteens.  The  department  distributed  hundreds  of  copies  of 
Guides  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  published  by  the  Health  Edu- 
cation Council  and  the  requirements  were  discussed  with  shopkeepers, 
owners  and  managers  of  food  businesses.  Also  their  informative  leaflets 
on  Food  Hygiene  were  distributed  in  large  numbers,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
eventually  every  food  handler  in  Port  Talbot  will  be  familiar  with  these 
Clean  Food  Codes.  It  is  only  by  this  continuous  propaganda  work 
that  the  department  can  play  its  part  in  helping  to  educate  the  food 
handlers  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  standard  of  personal  hygiene  which 
must  play  a great  part  in  any  acceptable  standard  of  Food  Hygiene. 

During  the  year  also,  two  circular  letters  have  been  delivered  to  all 
food  premises  dealing  in  detail  with  certain  aspects  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  The  first  dealt  in  the  main  with  the  display  of  food  outside 
shop  premises.  Thanks  to  the  departments  efforts  in  the  past  this  is 
not  a very  serious  problem  in  Port  Talbot.  The  second  letter  explained 
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the  new  law  incorporated  in  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1970,.  relating  to  the  exposure  for  sale  of  "open  food,”  or  in  other  words 
food  which  is  not  enclosed  for  protection  in  a wrapper  or  container.  The 
Circular  pointed  out  the  need  to  protect  such  food  from  risk  of  contam- 
ination by  covering  or  screening.  The  use  of  tongs  by  food  handlers 
whilst  serving  cooked  meats  and  pastries  was  encouraged,  as  also  was 
the  use  of  clean  greaseproof  wrapping  paper.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
the  use  of  newspaper  even  as  an  external  wrapping  of  food  should  be 
depracated  as  far  as  possiible. 

I intend  to  continue  this  series  in  the  future,  dealing  with  other 
aspects  of  Food  Hygiene  in  an  effort  to  instill  in  all  local  food  trade  work- 
ers an  interest  in  the  hygienic  handling  and  protection  of  food. 

In  an  effort  to  cut  down  complaints  of  mould  affecting  food  of  a 
perishable  nature  such  as  meat  pies,  sausages,  cooked  meats,  etc.,  shops 
from  which  these  products  are  sold  are  visited  and  advice  given  on  the 
precautions  necessary  in  retailing  such  products.  We  continue  to 
supply  to  all  such  retailers  the  excellent  leaflet  produced  by  the  Associ- 
ation of  Public  Health  Inspectors  which  deals  with  such  principles  as 
correct  ordering  and  proper  stock  rotation,  shelf  life  of  perishable  products 
and  adoption  of  systems  of  coding,  optimum  storage  temperatures,  clean- 
liness and  sterilization  of  equipment,  use  of  proper  cleaning  materials, 
use  of  tongs  and  separation  of  raw  and  cooked  meats. 

Despite  this  useful  work,  numerous  complaints  regarding  foreign 
bodies  in  food  were  referred  to  the  department  during  the  year  and 
details  of  these  can  be  found  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Section  of  this 
report. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  public  awareness  of  the  need  to 
bring  any  such  complaints  to  the  notice  of  my  department  Whilst  it  is 
the  official  duty  of  the  public  health  inspector  to  see  that  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed,  I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  Public 
Health  is  the  concern  of  everyone.  Indeed,  the  housewife  can  exert 
considerable  pressure  on  the  premises  which  are  not  of  the  highest 
standard. 

The  complaints  received  resulted  in  eighteen  court  cases  being 
heard  at  the  local  Magistrates  Court,  the  highest  number  that  I can 
recollect  in  my  many  years  service  with  this  Council. 


At  the  same  time,  I would  extend  my  thanks  to  the  majority  of  food 
retailers  and  manufactureres  for  the  understanding  and  co-operation  the 
officers  of  the  department  have  received  during  the  course  of  the  duties 
carred  out  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING  OF  ICE  CREAM 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriol- 
ogical examination.  Of  these  11  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst 
as  being  satisfactory  and  classified  Grade  1.  One  was  classified  as 
“Fair.” 

12  samples  were  taken  for  food  and  drugs  purposes  and  the  ex- 
amination for  preservatives  and  bacteriological  substances.  All  these 
chemical  results  were  reported  upon  satisfactory.  We  have  5 ice  cream 
manufacturers  and  135  registered  for  sale  of  ice  cream.  There  are 
also  a number  of  people  selling  ice  cream  from  stalls,  vehicles  etc. 


INVESTIGATION  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Daily  Volumetric  Readings  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide 

Monthly  Readings  of  Deposits  of  Grit  and  Dust 


We  continued  through  the  year  with  our  volumetric  recording  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  and  have  established  three  more  stations, 
two  of  them,  in  collaboration  with  the  Steel  Corporation,  to  give  a greater 
overall  monitoring  of  the  Margam  Works,  the  sites  being  at  Prince  Street, 
Taibach  and  at  the  Eastern  School  Youth  Centre  The  third  station  has 
been  sited  in  collaboration  with  B.P.  (International)  Baglan  Bay,  and 
for  full  consultation  with  the  Warren  Spring  Research  Laboratory,  the 
site  being  at  the  Police  Wireless  Installation,  Foel  Fynyddau,  Cwmavon. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Glamorgan  Educa- 
tion Committee  and  the  South  Wales  Police  Authority  for  their  co-opera- 
tion in  this  work.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  routine  treatment  of  all  sewers  on  an  area  basis,  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  continuous  treatment  of  the  sewers  within  the 
Borough  is,  I am  sure,  directly  related  to  the  reduction  in  the  total  number 
of  properties  infested  with  rats  as  compared  to  the  previous  year.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue.  Routine  inspections  have  also  been 
made  of  food  premises,  offices,  schools,  canteens,  etc.,  whilst  particular 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  river  banks  and  "waste  ground.” 

During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  treatment 
of  the  refuse  tip  at  Pendarvis  Terrace  after  its  use  was  discontinued,  and 
as  a result  very  few  complaints  have  been  received  from  this  area. 
Regular  baiting  was  also  commenced  at  the  new  refuse  tip  at  Cwmavon 
and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  very  little  evidence  of 
rodent  infestation. 

All  complaints  received  in  the  office  continue  to  be  dealt  with  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  receipt  and,  where  necessary,  further  inspections  are 
carried  out  of  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  sites  of  the  complaint. 
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The  Annual  Report  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

During  the  year  further  investigations  entailing  regular  readings  of 
noise  pressure  levels  to  determine  ambient  noise  pressure  levels  have 
been  carried  out  within  the  Borough.  Investigations  in  respect  of  com- 
plaints made  during  this  period  have  also  been  used  to  supplement  the 
knowledge  of  noise  levels. 

In  one  case,  discussions  were  held  in  respect  of  a new  engineering 
works,  with  the  constructional  engineers,  architects  and  noise  consult- 
ants, in  order  to  establish  an  acceptable  noise  emission  level  to  be 
adopted  at  the  proposed  works. 
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I feel  these  consultations  are  essential  in  the  planning  stage  when 
dealing  with  any  new  industrial  works.  A far  closer  liaison  is  necessary 
between  the  industry  concerned,  and  the  various  departments  of  the 
Local  Authority  in  the  early  stages. 

It  is  vitally  necessary  for  consideration  to  be  given  to  probable  ex- 
cessive noise  levels  when  considering  new  industries,  the  roads  which 
will  serve  them  and  the  housing  complexes  which  more  often  than  not 
abut  them. 

P re-determined  and  maximum  noise  levels  should  be  made  con- 
ditional before  planning  permission  is  given  in  all  new  factory  and  in- 
dustrial complexes.  A greater  use  of  sound  insulation  materials,  together 
with  more  comprehensive  research,  must  be  used  on  future  construction 
of  buildings,  roads,  etc. 

During  the  last  year  the  department  carried  out  a survey  of  noise 
levels  from  Urban  Motorways  and  very  useful  results  were  obtained  of 
sound  pressure  levels  above,  below  and  level  with  the  road  surface. 

Examples  of  complaints  dealt  with  by  the  Department  during  the 
year  are  as  follows: — 

1.  Industrial  Plant. 

2.  Road  making  equipment. 

3.  Fairgrounds. 

4.  Sawmills. 

In  all  cases  the  cause  was  either  eliminated  or  a decided  improve- 
ment resulted.

488  visits  and  inspections  of  council  houses  were  made  following 
the  receipt  of  385  Exchange  and  Termination  of  Tenancy  Notices  from 
the  Housing  Managers  Department.  The  other  103  inspections  were 
the  result  of  complaints  to  this  Depatment.

An  article  of  food 
labelled  "for  sleeplessness”  did  not  contain  any  ingredient  that 
would  induce  sleep.  Following  proceedings  in  which  the  manu- 
facturers were  found  guilty  they  were  fined  £30.00  with  £50.33  costs. 

Subsequently  the  company  changed  the  labels  which  now  do 
not  bear  the  words  “for  sleeplessness.” 

9.  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1970.  Following  numerous  contraven- 
tions of  the  Regulations,  a local  restaurant  owner  was  prosecuted 
and  fined  £5  on  each  offence.  He  was  fined  a total  of  £75  with 
£50  costs  and  disqualified  for  30  days. 

10.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  Following  a complaint  of 
edible  grease  in  a pasty;  the  magistrates  adjourned  the  case 
"sine  die.” 

11.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  The  manufacturers  of  a loaf 
of  sliced  bread  which  was  found  to  contain  mould  were  found  guilty 
and  fined  £25.00  and  £5.00  costs. 

12.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  113  (3)  Dried  Milk  Regulations, 
1965.  Following  a report  by  the  Public  Analyst  regarding  a sample 
of  Dried  Milk  which  was  found  to  contain  excessive  moisture,  the 
manufacturers  were  found  guilty  and  fined  £20.00  with  £9.30  costs. 

13.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  The  manufacturer  of  a sliced 
loaf  of  bread  containing  mould  was  found  guilty  and  fined  £25.00 
with  5.00  costs. 

14.  Housing  Act,  1957  Section  7.  Following  the  illegal  occupation  of 
properties  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  the  defendants  were  fined 
£10.00  with  £7.00  costs  and  £5.00  with  £5.00  costs. 

15.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  The  manufacturer  of  bread 
in  which  mould  was  found,  was  fined  £30.00  and  £5.00  costs. 

16.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  Following  a complaint  of  a 
piece  of  wire  found  in  chips,  the  defendant  was  found  guilty  and 
fined  £25.00  with  £5.00  costs. 

17.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  After  a complaint  was 

received  regarding  a Fruit  Cream  Dessert  which  contained  mould, 
the  former  manager  of  a retail  store  was  found  guilty  and  fined 
£3.00  with  £0.56  costs. 

18.  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations  1959,  Sections  27  and  34  Following 
the  delivery  of  a bottle  of  milk  which  was  found  to  contain  flecks 
of  dirt;  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  dairy  involved  and  they 
were  found  guilty  and  fined  £20.00  with  £5.00  costs. 

19.  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  Section  2.  A complaint  was  received 
of  a piece  of  glass  in  a bottle  of  milk.  The  suppliers  were  found 
guilty  and  fined  £15.00  and  £5.00  costs. 
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
